then next enſuing, or elſewhere, as he ſhould have thought it 
moſt conyenient, to treat, conſent, and conclude upon certam dif- 


ficult and urgent affairs mentioned in the ſaid Writ, Did there- 


upon at the time appointed, and within the Cathedral Church of 
St. Paul aforeſaid, aſſemble themſelves, and appear in Con- 
vocation for that purpoſe, according to our ſaid Writ, before the 
Right Reverend Father in God, Richard Biſpop of London, 
duly (upon a ſecond Writ of ours dated the 9. day of March 
aforeſaid ) authorized, appointed and conſtituted, by reaſon of 
the ſaid Archbiſhop of Canterbury his death, Preſident of 
the [aid Convocation, to execute thoſe things which by vertue of 
our firſt Writ did appertain to him the ſaid Archbiſhop to have 
executed if be ha lived : We, for divers urgent and weighty 
cauſes and conſiderations us thereunto eſpecially moving, of our 
eſpecial grace, certam knowledge, and meer motion, did by ver- 
tue of our Prerogative Royal, and Supreme Authority in cau- 
fes Eccleſiaſtical, give and grant by our ſeveral Letters Patents 
under our great Seal of England, the one dated the 1 2. day 
of April laſt paſt, and the other the 25. day of June then 
ne: ct following, full, free and lawful liberty, licence, power and 
authority unto the ſaid Biſhop of London, Preſident of the 
ſaid Convocation,and to the other Biſhops, Deans ,Archdeacons,

lings, Offices, Functions, Miniſteries, Degrees and Adminiſtra- 
tions, 4s alſo by all and every Dean of the Arches, and other 
Judge of the ſaid Archbiſhops Courts, Guardians of Spiritual- 
ties, Chancellors, Deans and Chapters, Archdeacons, Commiſ- 
ſaries, Officials, Regiſters, and all and every other Eccleſiaſti— 
cal Officers, and their inferiour Miniſters whatſoever, of the

ſtinct Courts, and in the order and manner of then and every 
of their Proceedings: and by all other perſons within this 
Realm, as far as lawfully, being members of the ( Durch, it 
may concern them, as in our ſaid Letters Patents amongſt o- 
ther clauſes more at large doth appear. Foraſmuch as the Bi- 
ſhop of London, Preſident of the ſaid Convocation, and o- 
thers the ſaid Biſhops, Deans, Archdeacons, Chapters and 
Colledses, with the reſt of the Clergy, having met to. 
ether at the time and place before mentioned, and then and 
there by -vertue of our ſaid Authority granted unto them, trea- 
ted of, concluded, and agreed upon certain Canons, Qrders,

the ſame, (9 as the people may be moſt edified. All Miniſters 
{ikewiſe (hail obſerve the ©:ders, Bites, and Ceremanies pze⸗ 
ſcribed in the Book of Common pDꝛa ver, as well in reading the 
holy Scriptures and ſaying of þ2ayers, as in Adminiſtration 
of the Sacraments, without either diminiſhing in regard of 
pÞreaching, o2 in any othur reſpea, 02 adding any thing in the 
matter 92 fozm thereof, 


The Litany tobe read on Wedneſdlays and Fridays. 


Tee Litany ſhall be ſaid oꝛ fung when, and as it is (et down 
in the Book of Common Pꝛaper, oy the ]Parſons,Uicars 
Mimiſters oz Curates, in all Cathedzal, Colſegtate, Part 
Churches and Chappels, in ſome conventent place, accopding 
tothe diſcretion of the Biſhop of the Dtoce(s,oz Eccleſtaſtical 
Ddfnarp of the place. And that we may (peak moze particu- 
larly, upon Tednesdays and Fridays weekly, though they be 
not iDoly days, the M iniſter at the accuſtomed hours of Ser⸗ 
vice, (hall telont to the Church and Thappel, and warning 
being given to the people by talking of a Bell, (hall ſay the Lis 
tany pe lcribed in the Book of Common Paper + whereunto 
we wiſh every Þouſholder dwelling wit hin halk a mile of the 
Church, to come 02 (end one at the teaſt of his Þonfhold fit ta 
jopn with the Winiſter in Pzayers.

Colledges to uſe the preſeript Form of Divine Service. 


N the whole Divine Service, and Adminiſtration.of the holy 
Communton, in all Colledges and Halls in Untverſi⸗ 


ties, the Oꝛder, Foꝛm and Cetemonles, ſhall be duly obſerved 
aus they are (ſet down and pzeſcribed in the Book of Common 
Pꝛapet, without anp omiſſion oz alteration.

Students in Colledges to wear Surplices time of Divine Service. 


A LI Maſters and Fellows of CTolledges oz Halls, and all 
the Scholars and Students in either of the Autverſittes, 
Hall in the ir Churches and Chappels upon all Sundays, {Holy 
days, and their Eves, at the time of Dfvine Service, wear 
Durplices acco2ding tothe O der of the Church of England: and 
fiich as are Sꝛaduates, ſhall agreeably wear with their Sur⸗ 
plices ſuch s as do (everally appertain unto tht it degrees. 


XVIII. 
A Reverence and Attention to be uſed within the Church in time of 
Divine Service. 


In the time of Debine Service, and of every part thereof,alF 
due Reverence is to be uſed; fo2 it is accoꝛding to the Apoſtles 
rule, Let all things be done decently, and according to order: An⸗ 
ſwer able to which Decency and Pꝛder, we judge theſe our di⸗ 
rectons following; No man ſhall cover his Head in the Church 
N | inthe time of Divine Service, except he have ſome 
mfirmity; in which caſe, let him wear a Night-capo2.Coife.. 
All manner of perſons then pzeſent, ſhall reverently kneel upon 
their knees when the general Confeſſion, Litany and other 
Hꝛapers are read; and ſhall ſtand up at the ſaying of the Beliek, 
accoꝛding to the Rules in that behalf pꝛeſcribed in the Book of 
Common Pꝛaver: And likewiſe when in time of Divine Ser⸗ 
vice the Loꝛd Y:\us ſhall be mentioned, due and lowiyreverence 
hall be Done by all perſons pꝛeſent as it hath been accuſtomed; 
teſtifying bytheſe Dutward Teremontes and Geſtures, their 
inward Humtlity, Chziſtfan Reſolut ion, and due acknowiedgs 
ment that the Loꝛd Jeſus Chit, the true eternal Son of God, 
ts the only Savtour of the (UTo21D, in whom alone all the Mer⸗ 
cies, Giaces and Pꝛomiſes of Sad to Mankind, foꝛ this life and 
the Lite to come, are fully and wholly compiled. Mone, either 
man, woman 92 chtld, of what calling loever,ſhail be otherwiſe 
at ſuch times buſted in the Church, then in quiet attendance to 
hear, maik and underſtand that which is Read, Pzeached 
82 Yiniſtred; ſaying in their due places audtviy withthe Mint⸗ 
ſter, the Confeffion, the Lozds Pꝛaper and the Creed; and ma⸗ 
king ſuch other Anlwers tothe Publick Pꝛapers as are appoin- 
ted in the Book of Common Pꝛaper: Meither ſhail they _ 
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the Service 02 Sermon by walking oz talking, oꝛ any other 


way, no2 depart out of the Church during the time of Service 
n Sermon, without ſome Urgent oz reaſonable cauſe. 


XIX. 


Loyterers not to be ſuffered near the Church in time of 
Divine Service. 


TB. Church wardens 02 Queſt men, and their Aſſiſtants, 
ſhall not ſuffer any idle perſons to abide either in the Church 
yard 02 Church⸗poꝛch, during the time of Divine Service oz 
Pꝛeaching; but ſhall cauſe them either to come in, 02 to depart. 


XX. 
Bread and Wine to be provided againſt every Commumon, 


Tes Church wardens of Forcp Pariſh againſt the time of 
1 every Communion, ſhall at the charge of the Partly, with 
the advice and direction of the Miniſter, pꝛovide a ſuffictent 
quantity of fine white Bꝛead, and of good and wholſom Mine 
koꝛ the number of Communtcants that ſhall from time to time 
receive there: which TUine we require to be bzought to the 
Communion Table in a clean and ſweet ſanding Pot, oz 
Stoop of Peuter, tf not of purer mettal. 


XXI. 
The Communion to be thrice a year received. 


Ti? every Parich Church and Chappel where Sacraments ate 
1 to be adminiſtred within this Realm, the holy Communion 
ſhall be miniſtred by the Parſon, Uicar, 02 Miniſter, ſo often, 
and at (uch times as every Pariſhtoner may Communtcate, 
at the leaft th2ice in the year (whereof the Feaſt of Eaſter to be 
one) acco2ding as they are appointed by the Book of Common 
P2ayer, P2ovided, That every Miniſter as oft as he admint- 
ſtreth the Communion, ſhall firſt recetvethat Sacrament him- 
ſelf, Furthermo2e, no Bead 02 Wine newly bꝛought ſhall be 
Uſed: but firſt the wozds of Jnſtitution ſhall be rehearſed when 
the ſald Bread and Wine be pzeſent upon the Communion 
Table. Likewiſe the Miniſter ſhall deliver both the Bread and 
the TUine to every Communicant ſeverally,

Warning to be given beforehand for the Communion. 


WJ vereas every Lay-perſon is bound to. receive the holy 

Communton th2tce every year,and many not withſtand: 
ing do not receive that Sacrament once in a year : we do re. 
qutre every Yiniſter to give warning to his Pariſhioners pub: 
lickly in the Church at Moming Pꝛaper, the Sunday defoze 
every time of his adminiltring that holy Sacrament, to2 their 
better pꝛeparation of themſelves : {Which ſatd warning we ens 
joyn the ſald Pariſhtoners to accept and obey, under the penal: 
ty and danger of the Law, -

Students in Colledges to receive the Communion four times a year. 


]? all ColledgegandHÞHalls within both the Untiverſitces, the 

Matters and Fellows, ſuch eſpectally as have any Pupils, 
ſhall be careful that all their ſatd Puptls, and the reit that re: 
main amongſt them, be well bzought up, and thꝛoughly inftrug: 
ed fn paints of Religion, and that they do diligently frequent 
publick Service, and Sermons, and receive the holy Commu⸗ 
nion; which we oꝛdain to be adminiſtred in all luch Colledges 
and Halls the firſt oꝛ ſecond Sunday of every Month, requt« 
ring all the ſaid Maſters, Fellows, and Scholars, and all the

The lawful uſe of the Croſs in Baptiſm explained. 


Ly, TE are ſory that his Majeſties moſt ꝛincely care and 
* pains taken in the Conference at Hampton Court, as 
mongſt many other points, touching this one of the Crols in 
Baptiſm, hath taken no better effect with many, but that (fill 
the uſe bf it in Baptiſm is ſo greatly ſtuck at and impugned. 
Jon the further declaration therefo2e ofthe true uſe of this ce- 
remony, andfo2 the removing of all (ſuch (cruple as might any 
ways trouble the Conſciences of them who are indeed rightlp 
Religious, following the royal ſteps of our moſt wozthy King, 
becauſe he therein followeth the rules of the Scriptures, and 
the pꝛackice of the flew Church; we do commend to all 
the true members of the Church of England, theſe our Direct- 
ons and Dbſervations enſuing. ; Fr 
Firſt, Jt is to be Obſerved, That althoughthe Jews and 
Ethnicks derided both the Apoſtles, and the-reftof the Criſti⸗ 
ans, fo2 pꝛeaching and believing in him who was crucified up⸗ 
on the Croſs; yet all, both Apoſtles and Chiiſttans, were to 
far from being diſcouraged ftom their pꝛokeſſion by the tgno- 
miny of 15 Croſs, as they rather rejoyced and triumphed in it. 
Pea, the holy Ghoſt by the mouths of the Apoſtſes did honour 
the Mame of the Croſs(being hateful among the Jews) ſo far, 
that under it he compzehended not only Chriſt crucified, but 
the fo2ce, effects and merits of his Death and Paſſion, with all 
the — 8 fruits and pzomiles which we receive oz erpect 
ereby. | | | 
Secondly,The-honour and dignity of the Name of the Croſs, 
- begat a reverend eſtimation even in the Apoſtles times, (fo 


ought 
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ought that is known to the contrary) ofthe Sign of the Croſs 
which theChziſtians ſho2tly after uſedin all their actions, thereby 
making an outward ſhew and p2ofeſſion even to the aſtoniſhmeng. 
ofthe Jews, That they were not aſhamed to acknowledge him fo? 
their Loꝛd and Saviour, who died fo2 them upon the Croſs. 
And this Sign they did not only uſe themſelves with a kind of 
g[o2y, when they met with anyJews,but Signed therewith their 
Childꝛen when they were Chziſtened, to dedicate them by that 
badge to his Service, whoſe benefits beſtowed upon them in 
Baptiſm, the name of the Croſs did repꝛeſent. And this uſe 
of the Sign of the Croſs in Baptiſm was held in the 12tmt- 
tive Church, as well by the Grecks as the Latins, with one con- 
ſent and great applauſe. At what time, if any had oppoſed 
themſelves againſt it, they would certainly have been cenſured 
as Enemies of the name of the Croſs, and conſequently of 
Chiilts merits, the Sigu whereof they could no better endure. 
This continual and general uſe of the Sign of the Croſs, ts 
evident by many teſttmontes of the ancient Fathers. | 
. Thirdly,Jt muſt be conteſſed, that in pꝛoceſs of time the Sign 

of the Croſs was greatiyabuſed in the Church of Rome, eſpe⸗ 
cially after that cozruptton of]Popery had once poſſeſſed it. But 
the abuſe of a thing doth not take away the lawtul uſe of tt, 
Nap, ſo far was it from the purpoſe of the Church of England tg 
fozſake and rejed the Churches of Italy, France, Spain, Germany, 
02 any ſuch like Churches, in all things which they held and 
p2actiſed, that, as the Apology of the Church of England confeſs 
ſeth, it doth withreverence retain thoſe Ceremonies which do 
neither endamage the Church of God, noz offend the minds of 
ſober men: and only departed from them in thoſe particular 
points, wherein they were fallen bothfcom themſelves tn their 
ancient integrity, and from the Apoſtolfcal Churches which 
were their firſt Founders.Jn which reſpect,amongſt ſome other 
very ancient Ceremonies, the Sign of the Crols in Baptiſm 
hath been retained in this Church, both by the judgment and 
pzactice of thoſe reverend Fathers and great Otvines in the 
days of King Edward the Sirth, of whom (ome conſtantly ſuts 
fered fo2 the p2ofeſſion of the truth; and others being exiled in 
the time of Queen Mary, did after their return in the beginning 
of the Reign of our late dread Sovereign, continuallp defend 
and uſe the ſame, This reſolution and pꝛagice of our Church 
hath been allowed and app2oved by the cenſure upon the oo 

mu 2 
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munfon Book fn King Edward the Sixth his days, and by the 
Harmony of confeſſions of later years: becauſe indeed the uſe 
of this Sign in Baptiſm was ever accompanied here with fuch 
ſuffictent cautions and exceptions agatnſt all Popich Super: 
ſtition and Erro2, as in the like caſes are either fit 0} conve» 
nient. 

Firſt, the Church of England ſince the aboliſhing of Popery 
hath ever held and taught, and ſo doth hold and teach ſtil, that 
the Sign of the Croſs uſed in Baptiſm, is no part of the fub- 
ſtance of that Sacrament : Fo2 when the Binilter dipping the 
Inkant in Water, o2 laying Mater upon the face of it, (as the 
manner alſo ts) hath pzonounced theſe wo2ds, I baptize thee in 
the Name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghoſt, the 
Jnfant is fully and perfealy Baptized. So as the Sign of the 
Croſs being afterwards uſed, doth neither add any thing to the 
vertue and perfection of Baptilm, no2 being omitted doth de» 
tract any thing from the effec and ſubſtance of it. 

Secondly, it is apparent in the Communion Book, that the 
Infant Bapttzed is by vertue of Baptiſm, be foꝛe it be Signed 
with the Signofthe Croſs, received into the Congregatton of 
ChiiſtsFlock as a perfect Member thereof,and not by any pow⸗ 
- eraſcribed unto the Sign of the Croſs. So that fo2 the very 

remembzance of the Croſs, which is very pꝛecious to all them 
that rightly believe in Jeſu Chꝛiſt, and in the other 2 
mentioned, the Church of England hath retained ſtill the Sign 
of it in Baptilm: following therein the P2tmitive and Apoſto⸗ 
lical Churches, and accounting it a latvful outward Ceremo- 
ny and hondurable Badge, whereby the Jnfant is dedicatedto 
the ſervice of him that died upon the Croſs, as by the wozvs 
uſed in the Book of Common Pꝛaper it may appear. 

. Laſtly, The uſe ot the Sign of the Croſs in Baptiſm, being 
thus purged from all Popiſh Superſtition and Erro), and re- 
duced inthe Church of England to the pꝛimaty Inſtitution of it,
